Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health,  Vital 
Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  West  Kesteven  Rural  District  for  the 
year  I960. 

•  •  %  <  • 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  below,  and  the  Perl-Natal  Mortality  Rate 
equal  to  the  national  average.  I  hope  that  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs 
will  continue.  Four  of  the  five  infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and 
congenital  abnormalities. 

Accidents  (other  than  road  accidents)  claimed  six  victims,  including 
two  children  and  three  persons  aged  over  65.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  these 
deaths  are  preventable. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I.  pointed  out  the  need  for  revision  of  the  list 
of  notifiable  diseases.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has  taken  one  step  in  this 
direction  by  making  Anthrax  a  notifiable  disease  as  from  1st  December,  I960, 

The  following  comments  are  included  by  direction  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  :- 

Water  Supply.  Details  will  be  found  on  Pages  12  -  15. 

(i)  Generally  speaking  the  supply  was  adequate  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

(ii)  Details  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  shown  on  Pages 
12  and  14.  A  chemical  analysis  in  June  I960  showed  an  in¬ 
crease  in  permanent  hardness  of  the  supplies  from  Lenton, 

North  TiTitham,  Colsterworth  and  Belton,  but  the  water  was 
suitable  for  human  consumption. 

(iii)  Nb  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency  is  known. 

(iv)  The  few  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  in  the  case 

of  treated  waters  were  due  to  stagnation  in  dead-ends.  This 
was  remedied  by  flushing  out.

(v)  J  8  shown  on  Page  13,  95$  of  houses  in  the  District  have  a 
piped  water  supply;  it  is  not  known  how  many  of  these  are 
supplied  by  standpipes.  I  estimate  therefore  that  5%  of 
the  population,  or  about  .900  pers.opSj  are  without  a  piped 

.  *  simply. 

Public  Swimming  Baths.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

Sewerage .  Details  are  given  on  Pages  20  and  21.  The  arrangements 
cannot  be  regarded  as  adequate,  though  a  few  areas  have 
satisfactory  modern  schemes.  These  areas,  together  with 
those  in  which  schemes  are  urgently  needed,  are  listed  on 
Page  21.  .  , 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,. and  in 
particular  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Morgan,  Mr.  Dean  and  all  his  staff  for 
their  unfailing  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year.

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  i960  and  to  put  on  record  the  continually  improving  sanitary 
conditions  of  this  Rural  District. 


When  I  came  to  Grantham  in  1938,  the  Council  owned  178  houses, 
had  next  to  no  water  supplies,  no  collection  of  refuse  and  no  modern 
sewage  disposal  scheme  for  any  village.  One  cannot  deny  that  although 
the  Council  may  move  slowly  as  it  is  spending  public  money,  some  progress 
has  been  made  since  then  and  I  am  particularly  proud  of  the  housing 
progress  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  now  own  over  1220  houses, 
that  is  an  increase  of  over  1000  houses  since  1946  as  very  few  were  built 
by  the  Council  during  the  war  years.  The  quality  and  types  of  housing 
unit  provided  are  constantly  being  inspected  by  other  authorities,  even 
as  far  afield  as  Yorkshire  and  on  no  occasion  has  there  been  any  adverse 
criticism.  Details  of  housing  costs  have  been  supplied  and  suggestions 
made  for  improving  standards  and  reducing  costs. 


Sewerage  schemes  are  progressing  but  not  fast  enough.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  although  sewerage  schemes  are  not  directly  revenue 
producing  like  water  schemes,  they  are  undoubtedly  revenue  producing  as 
they  encourage  development  and  consequently  increase  the  rateable  value 
of  the  area.  This  should  not  be  forgotten  but  should  be  encouraged  in 
the  interests  of  the  district  as  a  whole. 


The  district  has  no  slums  and  the  residents  of  unfit  houses  have 
almost  all  been  rehoused  except  for  the  few  that  do  not  wish  to  be  and 
the  Council  are  loath  to  force  the  unwilling. 


Delegation  of  some  Planning  by  the  County  Council  is  still  in 
its  teething  stage  but  is  being  taken  over  without  much  difficulty  and 
does  knit  in  with  work  carried  out  under  the  Council's  Building  Byelaws. 


Excellent  co-operation  from  the  Council  Members,  County  Council 
Staffs,  Ministry  Officials,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  River  Board  Staffs 
and  the  Staff  of  my  own  department  lighten  the  burden  and  improves 
efficiency.  Thank  you  all  once  again.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Everyone  asks  when  is  this  Water  Board  going  to  be  formed  or  will 
it  die  a  natural  death  as  just  another  whim  of  the  Council  and  the 
Ministry.  One  is  inclined  to  join  the  populace  and  forget  that  it  was 
ever  suggested  but  it  is  well  past  time  when  a  decision  was  taken  by  the 
Ministry  and  the  Board  put  in  being.  The  latest  objection  by  industry 
to  water  charges  by  meter  could  obviously  not  be  considered  as  differen¬ 
tial  charges  for  different  forms  of  industry  is  impossible.  A  sliding 
scale  of  consumption  could  possibly  be  introduced  but  the  Board  must  be 

self-supporting  after  the  initial  period  agreed  by  all  parties. 

*  • 

Meanwhile,  we  seem  to  carry  on  from  year  to  year,  but  the  Council 
must  appreciate  that  this  is  most  disturbing  to  the  individual  employees 
who  do  not  know  where  they  stand  or  to  the  Department,  as  the  workmen 
are  employed  on  housing  maintainance  in  addition  when  not  employed  on  th 
more  essential  service  and  neither  service  can  be  efficiently  organised 
at  the  present  time  during  this  elongated  interim  period. 

The  replacement  of  the  defective  main  in  Barnby  Lane,  Claypole 
will  relieve  calls  for  emergency  repairs  as  this  main  has  been  a 
nuisance  for  several  years.  The  only  urgent  work  outstanding  is  the 
reinforcement  of  the  supply  to  the  higher  land  under  development  near  th 
A.l.  at  Colsterworth,  apart  from  minor  agricultural  schemes  and  the 
supply  to  Easton  Village  to  replace  the  present  unsatisfactory  private 
supply . 

In- examining  the  tabulated  results  of  analysis  of  "  treated  "  water 
samples,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  samples  are  mainly  taken  from  "dead 
ends"  where  stagnation  might  occur  due  to  lack  of  flow,  consequently  the 
results  can  only  be  described  as  good.

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HOUSING. 


The  provision  of  additional  units  of  housing  accommodation  continued  to  occupy 
a  groat  deal  of  the  department’s  time  during  the  y:ar  with  continued  emphasis  paid  to 
the  re-housing  of  tenants  from  unfit  houses  and  especially  the  elderly.  This  policy 
has  now  been  adopted  for  several  years  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  question 
of  re-housing  from  unfit  housing  has  almost  been  completed  but  there  still  remains 
the  need  for  additional  housing  for  the  elderly.  This  particularly  occurs  in  estate 
villages  such  as  Denton  and  Woolsthorpe-by-Belvoir  where  the  estate  workers  still 
occupy  unfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  owners.  In  order  to  modernize 
these  houses  at  a  reasonable  cost  with  Grant-aid,  it  is  quite  often  necessary  to  con¬ 
vert  two  houses  into  one  and  so  one  housing  unit  is  lost  and  the  work  cannot  be  done 
until  the  houses  are  vacated.  This  gives  the  Estate  and  the  Council  a  problem.  The 
Estate  x-gent  is  criticized  for  leaving  houses  empty  when  there  is  a  demand  for  them 
but  of  course  he  cannot  avoid  this  if  the  Council  do  not  offer  him  help  by  providing 
the  needed  alterative  accommodation.  The  follow  up  of  thi§  is  of  course  that  the 
modernized  and  larger  house  resulting  is  too  large  for  the  retired  estate  and  farm¬ 
worker  and  consequently  unsuitable  for  him  but  provides  an  excellent  house  for  his 
successor  who  must  be  encouraged  to  maintain  England's  largest  and  most  essential 
industry. 

From  the  planning  point  of  view,  this  encouragement  by  the  Co  mcil  of  estate 
carrying  out  improvements  of  their  houses  and  cottages  with  Grant-aid  is  to  be 
applauded  as  the  villages  remain  unspoilt  as  their  original  character  is  preserved. 

An  excellent  example  of  this  is  the  village  of  Stoke  Rochford  where  that  Estate 
have  improved  and  modernized  every  house  with  such  success  in  a  stone  village  that 
any  individual  wandering  through  the  village  would  be  unable  to  detect  any  recent 
alterations.  The  Buckminster  Estate  and  their  Agents  should  also  be  congratulated 
on  the  valuable  work  they  have  done  in  this  direction.  Close  co-operation  between 
my  Department,  Agents,  Architects  and  Builders  has  proved  well  worth  while. 

Last  year’s  report  referred  to  the  need  for  bed-sitting  flatlets  to  serve 
the  central  and  north  and  south  areas  of  the  district  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  Council  have  agreed  to  this  and  schemes  have  been  prepared  for  the  erection 
of  blocks  of  flatlets  at  Barrowby,  Colsterworth  and  Long  Bennington,  although  there 
has  been  some  unavoidable  delay  in  preparing  these  individual  schemes  there  was 
also  further  delay  as  it  was  essential  to  convince  the  Ministry  that  individual 
flatlets  should  be  designed  as  convenient,  comfortable  and  easy  of  maintenance  as 
possible  and  not  merely  to  an  already  approved  basic  standard,  and,  it  is  contended 
an  out-of-date  standard. 

At  the  31st  December,  I960,  the  Council  owned  1,217  housing  units,  an  increase 
of  86  units  during  the  year.  This  would  have  been  much  more  but  for  the  fact  that 
the  building  labour  force' in  the  area  is  overloaded  by  the  volume  of  work  of  every 
description.  This  overloading  of  the  building  industry  locally  tends  to  have  an 
inflationary  result  and  keeps  costs  up  as  there  is  little  or  no  competition,  but 
nevertheless  prices  of  units  have  been  left  at  a  reasonable  figure  without  affect¬ 
ing  the  standard  of  workmanship  or  the  specification.  In  fact  it  can  be  said  that 
the  standard  of  workmanship  in  the  local  building  industry  is  good;  in  fact  com¬ 

pared  with  the  standard  in  the  north  of  England  it  is  excellent  and  I  say  this  in 
spite  of  odd  complaints  by  tenants  and  Councillors  alike  of  warping  doors  and  the 
like.  These  are  exceptions  to  the  rule. 

The  lack  of  sewerage  and.  disposal  in  many  villages  has  caused  further  delays 
where  further  accommodation  is  urgently  required  such  as  ancestor,  '  :oolsthorpe-by- 
Belvoir  and  Long  Bennington.  The  Long  Bennington  scheme  has  started  and  it  is  hoped 
that,  having  got  Ministry  approval  to  Ancaster  it  soon  will  be  started  and  the 
Woolsthorpe-by-Belvoir  approval  will  not  be  long  delayed.

From  the  tabulated  report  of  the  position  of  satisfactory  schemes  in  operation,  in 
abeyance  or  under  consideration  it  should  be  noted  chat  some  villages  have  been  omitted 
from  this  list  because  no  action  has  yet  been  taken  by  the  Council  to  make  any  provision 
for  them  although  conditions  in  these  villages  are  far  from  satisfactory  and  certainly 
no  better  than  some  of  the  villages  whore  action  has  been  taken.  Sewage  flows  into 
ditches  and  streams  and  action  will  most  certainly  have  to  be  t:ken  sooner  or  later  in 
order  to  satisfy  the  Paver  Board.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Council  should  now  plan  for 
the  future  and  prepare  so  many  schemes  per  annum  in  order  that  everyone  can  plan  more 
accurately  for  the  future  and  know  approximately  when  facilities  will  be  available.  It 
is  shocking  to  think  that  in  this  day  and  age  when  television  has  become  an  essential 
part  of  a  house,  part  of  the  population  still  has  to  resort  to  that  ancient  contraption 
and  hazard  at  the  end  of  the  garden  which  has  to  be  regularly  emptied  by  the  occupier 
and  often  buried  in  the  garden  and  trundled  through  the  streets  after  dark  to  some  allot¬ 
ment  garden;  a  precarious  journey  which  is  not  only  undesirable  but  so  unnecessary. 

They  know  more  about  "horizontal  holds"  than  "chain  pulling"  -  what  an  admission  in  1961 

If  the  Borough  of  Grantham  could  be  encouraged  to  modernize  their  means  of  sewage 
disposal  in  the  rural  area  where  over  600  acres  of  valuable  and  productive  land  are  used 
for  sewage  disposal,  I  an  sure  that  the  person  or  persons  capable  of  giving  this  much 
needed  renovation  and  modernization  the  much  needed  push  would  get  the  undying  gratitude 
of  the  persons  living  in  Marston  Village,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  Barkston  Lane 
where  crude  sewage  ponds  on  the  surface  like  huge  open  cesspools.  I  am  quite  sure  that 
if  crude  untreated  sewage  flowed  in  an  open  channel  down  the  High  Street  in  Grantham  in  the 
same  way  as  it  wanders  around  Marston  village,  more  prompt  action  wo ’old  have  been  taken 
by  the  Grantham  Corporation.  We  are  constantly  reminded  of  flies  spreading  disease  and 
consequently  flies,  not  to  mention  the  birds,  can  be  responsible  for  the  spread  of  disease 
from  these  600  acres,  and  I  need  not  mention  the  abominable  stench  rising  from  the  open 
sewer  dykes  and  the  land  itself  which  must  bo  "sewage  sick"  after  all  these  years. 

If  and  when  the  Borough  of  Grantham  replace  this  antique  system  of  disposal,  it 
might  be  possible  to  co-operate  with  them  and  incorporate  some  of  the  surrounding  villages 
which  can  economically  discharge  into  the  outfall  sewers  to  the  new  works  or  direct  to 
the  works  themselves  as  for  example  Manthorpe,  Marston  and  Hougham  villages  and  even 
Welby,  Londonthorpe,  the  ^lma  Park  and  Harrowby  Lane  development  areas,  but  nothing  should 
be  done  which  would  increase  this  awful  nuisance  arising  in  Marston  and  "arising"  is  the 
operative  word. 

Barkston  is  one  village  which  should  receive  early  attention.  As  stated  this  is  a 
village  where  an  interim  scheme  was  provided  to  allow  for  new  Council  housing  in  West 
Street  and  the  works  were  so  designed  to  allow  for  future  extension  to  provide  for  the 
rest  of  the  village.  .  However,  at  the  Ministry  suggestion  rather  than  have  the  existing 
combined  sewer  discharge  direct  into  the  River  Witham  this  was  also  connected  to  the 
works  with  a  result  that  at  times  it  is  completely  overloaded,  the  pumps  work  at  full 
capacity  and  the  filter  bed  looks  more  like  an  ornamental  fountain.  This  is  most 
unsatisfactory  and  what  makes  the  position  worse  is  the  fact  that  the  combined  sewer 
at  its  head  receives  surface  drainage  from  the  Barkston  Heath  land  through  a  dosing 
syphon. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  increased  their  offer  of  a  Grant  under  the 
Public  Health  .  ct  for  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water  closets  from  £15-0-0 
to  £40  in  order  to  coincide  with  the  Standard  Grant  provisions  under  the  Housing  Acts 
and  to  encourage  more  householders  to  make  full  use  of  the  new  sewers,  the  number  of 
Grants  was  only  38  during  i960  as  against  47  in  1959. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continues  successfully  as  a  result  of  the  bonus 
scheme  introduced.  In.  I960  there  was  an  increase  over  1959 ,  a  total  of  1,074  as  against 
1,054  and  a  total  of  £143  paid  out  in  bonus.  This  bonus  scheme  ensures  that  the  right 
men  are  employed  on  the  job.  Exactly  the  same  position  arose  with  the  men  employed 
on  sewage  disposal  works  maintenance.  The  Council  were  recently  convinced  that  this  is 
no  longer  a  job  for  the  village  idiot  but  requires  men  of  reasonable  intellect  to 
handle  pumping  equipment  as  well  as  understanding  the  correct  operation  of  a  modern  I, 

disposal  plant.  With  the  introduction  of  the  5-day  week  this  meant  the  mobile  gangs 
leaving  the  works  unattended  from  Friday  until  Monday  but  the  introduction  of  regular 
overtime  for  4  hours  over  the  week-end  has  produced  more  satisfactory  results  and  a 
reasonable  wage  to  attract  the  right  men  after  several  attempts  with  the  wrong  type 
who  cost  more  due  to  the  amount  of  extra  supervision  and  checking  required.

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MEAT  AND  FOODS 

It  is  surprising  to  find' the  number  of  members  of  the  public  and 
even  Councillors  who  are  unaware  of  the  fact  that  all  animals  are 
inspected  before  being  passed  for  food  in  this  area.  The  volume  of 
work  can  be  judged  from  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  year 
and  from  the  fact  that  the  present  six  slaughter  houses  are  so  scattered 
and  the  number  of  visits  per  week  required.  This  is  a  regular  duty 
which  cannot  be  and  is  not  neglected.  On  the  31st  December  1961  all 
the  slaughter  houses  will  be  closed  and  the  full  responsibility  for  meat 
inspection  will  be  transferred  to  the  Grantham  Borough  Council.  The 
butchers  at  long  last  appear  to  have  got  together  and  the  local 
Association  has  made  a  start  on  the  construction  of  their  own  small 
abbatoir  in  Grantham  adjacent  to  the  cattle  market  for  their  own  needs. 
This  is  what  was  required  and  I  am  sure  that  the  butchers  will  manage 
their  own  affairs  at  less  cost  and  possibly  more  effipiently  that  the 
local  authorities  would  do.  None  of  the  present  six  slaughter  houses 
satisfy  the  new  regulations  nor  could  they  be  made  to  at  a  reasonable 
expense,  if  at  all. 

This  relief  of  part  of  our  work  v/ill  give  the  much  needed  help 
required  in  paying  more  and  closer  attention  to  the  other  equally 
important  public  health  work  of  the  department.

In  spite  of  the  normal  difficulties  due  to  Bank  Holidays,  workmen's 
holidays  and  sickness,  breakdowns  and  routine  maintainance  of 
vehicles,  the  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  through¬ 
out  the  year.  The  question  of  conversion  to  the  paper  bag  collection 
to  replace  dustbins  was  considered  and  rejected  on  account  of  the  extra 
cost  involved  and  rightly  so  as  any  increase  in  rates  can  be  better 
spent  at  the  present  time,  even  though  the  collection  using  paper  bags 
may  be  more  hygienic • 

The  National  Caravan  Rally  at  Belton  House  during  Whitsuntide  week-end 
1960  was  taken  in  our  stride  and  that  Organization  congratulated  the  men 
and  the  Council  on  the  excellent  arrangements  made  both  for  refuse 
collection  and  removal  of  night-soil. 

It  is  suggested  that  if  any  improvements  are  to  be  considered  for  the 
refuse  collection  service  it  should  not  be  frequency  of  collection  or 
type  of  containers  but  the  introduction  of  a  "back  door”  collection 
instead  of  ’'kerbside’1 .  Many  of  the  elderly  householders  are  already 
assisted  when  they  request  it  and  it  would  not  be  much  more  expensive 
to  provide  for  the  whole  area.  As  previously  reported  only  two  further 
loaders  are  required,  one  for  each  vehicle  making  a  team  of  one  driver 
and  three  men  to  each  vehicle. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  salvage  sales  have  increased  to  over  124 
tons  in  1960  compared  with  87  tons  in  1959,  thus  producing  an  extra 
£221  in  revenue.
